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REPORT. 





HEREWITH is submitted the Fifty-sixth Report regarding the Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages registered in Scotland. In it there are 
given facts regarding the births, deaths, and marriages registered 
in Scotland during the year ending 31st December.1910. Fuller 
information regarding those births, deaths, and marriages will be 
given in the Fifty-sixth Detailed Annual Report, which will be 
submitted at a later date. 

There is also submitted the Forty-sixth Annual Report on 
Vaccination ; in it is contained information regarding the administra- 
tion of the Vaccination (Scotland) Acts, 1863 to 1907, more especially 
regarding the vaccination of children born in Scotland during the 
year ending 31st December 1909. 

Among the more outstanding features of these reports the 
following may be selected :— ; 

The number of births registered is the smallest in any year 
since 1890, and the birth-rate of Scotland for the year is the lowest 
recorded in these reports—that is, since 1855. 

The marriage-rate, though slightly higher than that of the 
previous year, remains low, and is lower than the marriage-rates of 
all previous years since 1855, that of 1909 excepted. 

The death-rate of the year is the lowest on record, that also is 
since 1855. This is the first year in which the Scottish death-rate 
has fallen below 15 per thousand. 

: The death-rate in the Principal Town Registration Districts is 

found to be less than that in the Mainland-Rural Registration 
Districts. In the early years of registration, that of the former was 
found to be as much as fifty per cent. greater than that of the latter, 
but the difference, more especially since 1875, has been a diminishing 
quantity, and this year, for the first time, as above stated, the death- 
rate of the former is actually less than that of the latter. 

An examination of the deaths registered in the eight selected 
towns shows that the year has been one without serious epidemic, 
an outbreak of measles excepted. ‘The epidemic of cerebro-spinal 
meningitis which commenced in 1906 has now practically subsided. 

The annual death-rate from phthisis in the eight towns is found 
to show a decrease. Table XIIB. has been constructed to show the 
amount of diminution of this rate in each of the eight towns during 
the last ten years, and it is satisfactory to note how great that 
reduction has been; in Edinburgh and Leith it has Jenene to oven 
45 per cent, 
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The vaccination returns show that the use of the power of 
exemption from vaccination by reason of the conscientious objection 
of the parents has been largely taken advantage of, with the result 
that the proportion of children avoiding vaccination is largely 
increased. It is estimated that the passing of the Vaccination 
(Scotland) Act, 1907, has resulted in two years in adding 45,000 
unvaccinated children to the population. 


.—BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES w SCOTLAND. 
POPULATION. 


It is now very nearly ten years since the last Census of Scotland 
was taken, and consequently errors in estimating population may, 
with reason, be expected to be heavy, and the estimates themselves 
are given, and should be taken, with great reserve. The Census of 
1911 falls to be made in the immediate future, and after that is done 
estimates used in this report, or at all events the more important of 
them, will be revised, and the revised figures will be shown in 
subsequent i issues. 

The estimated population of Scotland in the middle of 1910, the 
year now under review, as based on the 1901 Census, and the 
difference between the 1891 Census and the 1901 Census, is 4,929,251, 
the male population being estimated at 2,411,857, and the female 
population at 2,517,394. Compared with the estimates of the 
previous year, 1909, that of the male population is 26,950 more, of 
the female Raia yons 24,653 more, and of the total population 
51,603 more. 

: The natural increase of the population, the excess of births over 
deaths, between the middle of the year 1909 and the middle of the 
year 1910 amounted to 51,927, but that figure is almost certainly in 
excess of the true increase of population, it being almost a certainty 

that there has been more emigration from the SUA than immigra- 
tion into the country during the period, 

All rates relative to the year’s statistics are based on the 
estimated population, and the reserve expressed as to the reliability 
of the estimation of the population equally applies to them, and 
consequently the rates should only be accepted as provisional. 

Of the estimated population, 2,293,121, or 46°5 per cent., live 
in the Principal Town Registration Districts; 618,869, or 12:6 per 
cent., in the Large Town Districts; 986,954, or 20-0 per cent., in the 
Small Town Districts; 919,523, or 18-7 per cent., in the Mainland- 
Rural Districts ; and 110,784, or 2:2 per cent., in the Insular-Rural 
Districts. The Principal Town Districts are those towns which, at the 
time of the 1901 Census, had populations of over 30,000; the Large — 
Town Districts are registration districts containing towns which at 
that time had populations of between 10.000 and 30,000; the Small 
Town Districts are those containing towns having populations of 
between 2000 and 10,000; the Mainland-Rural Districts are mainland 
registration districts or parts of districts not included in the above 
urban districts; and the Insular-Rural Districts are insular registra- 


tion districts not included in the urban districts. 
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Compared with the 


estimated population of the corresponding group of registration districts 
for the previous year, 1909, that of the Principal Town Districts is 
38,153 more, of the Large Town Districts 6348 more, and that of 
the Small Town Districts 8681 more, but that of the Mainland-Rural 
Districts is 958 less, and that of the Insular-Rural Districts 621 less.

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less than the average number registered during the preceding ten 
years. 
The maximum number of births registered in Scotland in any 
one year was in 1903, that number being 133,525. Since that year 
the diminution has been a decided one, and more so during the last 
two years. Compared with the number of births registered in 1903, 
those of 1904 are 0°7 per cent. fewer; those of 1905, 1°6 per cent. 
fewer ; those of 1906, 1:1 per cent. fewer; those of 1907, 3°5 per 
cent. fewer; those of 1908, 1°6 per cent. fewer; those of 1909, 3:7 
per cent. fewer; and those of 1910, 7:1 per cent. fewer. 
The birth-rate of the year is 25:16 per 1000, a rate which is 
1:20 less than that of the previous year, 2°16 less than the birth-rates 
of the preceding five years, 3:11 less than the mean of the rates of 
the preceding ten years, and is the lowest Scottish annual birth-rate 
yet recorded, and that is since 1855. The previous lowest was that 
of 1909, which was 26°36. The birth-rate thus continues to show 
the marked decline which has been commented on in previous reports. 
From 1855 to 18938 the national birth-rate varied between 30 and 35:6 
per thousand, from 1894 to 1903 it varied between 29 and 31, in

1904 and 1905 it was between 28 and 29, in 1906 it, for the first 
time, fell below 28, in 1907 it fell below 27, and this year, 1910, it 
has for the first time fallen below 26 per thousand. 

In the principal towns the birth-rate of the year ranged from 
32-1 in Coatbridge, 31:7 in Hamilton, and 29:3 in Greenock, to 19°6 
in Edinburgh, 21°3 in Kilmarnock, and 21:6 in Perth. In Motherwell 
it was 28:9, in Dundee 26:3, im Leith 25-7, in Govan 25:2, in Glasgow 
251, in Paisley 23:9, in Kirkcaldy 23°8, in Aberdeen 23°1, and in 
Partick 22°5. In the previous year the principal town with the 
highest birth-rate was Hamilton, 33:4, and the one with the lowest 
birth-rate was Edinburgh, 20°9. . 

Of the 124,000 children whose births were registered during the | 
year, 8492, or 6°85 per cent., were illegitimate. These births are 348 
fewer than those of the previous year, 534 fewer than the average 
annual number of the preceding five years, and 271 fewer than that 
of the preceding ten years. The illegitimate rate is 0°02 less than 
that of the previous year, 0°07 less than the mean of those of the 
previous five years, but is 0°18 more than the mean of the correspond- 
ing rates of the preceding ten years. 

In the groups of registration districts the illegitimate rate of the 
year varied from 8°9 in the Mainland-Rural Districts, to 5-4 in the

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_ Large Town Districts. In the Principal Town Districts it was 6°8, 
in the Small Town Districts 6:2, and in the Insular-Rural Districts 
6:0. In the divisions of the counties this rate ranged from 12°3 per 
~ cent. in the North-Hastern, and 11:5 in the Southern, to 5°2 in the 

West-Midland. In the Northern it was 8:5, in the Hast-Midland 6:9, 
in the South-Eastern 6°9, in the North-Western 6°5, and in the 
South-Western 5°6. In the counties the illegitimate rate of the 
year ranged from 141 in Banff, 13-8 in Elgin, 13-0 in Wigtown, 12°7 
in Caithness, 12°3 in Aberdeen, and 12:2 in Kirkcudbright, to 43 in 
Dumbarton and Renfrew, and 4°6 in Shetland and Linlithgow. In 
nine counties the illegitimate rate of the year exceeded 10 per cent., in 
20 counties it was between 5 and 10 per cent., in four counties it was 
less than 5 per cent. In the previous year this rate exceeded 10 per 
cent. in nine counties, and was less than 5 per cent. in six counties. It 
_ was in the same nine counties in both years that this rate was more 
than 10 per cent., those nine counties being Caithness, Nairn, Elgin, 
Banff, Aberdeen, Roxburgh, Dumfries, Kirkcudbright, and Wigtown. 

Of the total children whose births were registered during the year, 
63,090 were male, and 60,910 female. The ratio of male to female 
children was thus 103°6 to 100. The birth-rate of male children 
per thousand of the estimated male population was 26:2, and of female 
children per thousand of the estimated female population 242; the 
former is 1-4 less than in the previous year, and the latter is 1:0 less 
than in that year. 

The birth-rate of the first quarter of the year was 25-0, of the 
second quarter 27°5, of the third quarter 24:2, and of the fourth 
quarter 23-9. 

The average number of births registered in Scotland daily during 
the year was 340. This average varied from 377 in May, and 371 in 
April, to 318 in September, and 319 in November. In June this 
average was 366, in March 348, in February 338, in July 331, in 
August 331, in January 328, in December 328, and in October 322. 


DEATHS. 


The total number of deaths registered in Scotland during 1910 
was 72,240; they are 2349 fewer than in the previous year, 3735 less 
than the average number registered during the preceding five years, 
and 65178 less than the average number registered during the pre- 
ceding ten years. The number of deaths registered is the smallest 
for any year since 1896. 

Of the 72,245 deaths, 33,267, or 46:1 per cent., were registered in 
the Principal Town Districts; 9696, or 13:4 per cent., in the Large 
Town Districts; 14,116, or 19°5 per cent., in the Small Town 
Districts ; 13,514, or 18-7 per cent., in the Mainland-Rural Districts ; 
and 1652, or 2:3 per cent., in the Insular-Rural Districts. Compared 
with the corresponding figures of the previous year, deaths registered 
in the Principal Town Districts are 2294 fewer, and those in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts 66 fewer, but those in the Large Town 
Districts are of the same number, in the Insular-Rural Districts 5 
more, and in the Small Town Districts 6 more.: 

The Scottish death-rate of the year was 14°66 per thousand of 
the estimated population, a rate which is 0°63 less than that of the 
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previous year, 1:25 less than the mean of the death-rates of the pre- 
ceding five years, and 2:00 less than the mean of the death-rates of 
the preceding ten years. It is the lowest annual Scottish death-rate 
yet recorded, the previous lowest being that of 1909, which was 15:29. 
From 1855 to 1880, with the exception of 1856, the national death- 
rate was constantly over 20 per thousand, in 1881 it was for the first 
time below 20, in 1886 for the first time below 19, in 1894 for the 
first time below 18, in 1896 for the first time below 17, in 1905 for 
the first time below 16, and in this year for the first time below 15. 
In the groups of registration districts the death-rate of the year 
varied from 15:7 in the Large Town Districts, to 14°3 in the Small 
Town Districts. In the Insular-Rural Districts it was 14°9, in the 
Mainland-Rural Districts 14°7, and in the Principal Town Districts 
14°5. This is the first year in which the death-rate in the Principal 
Towns has fallen below that in the Mainland-Rural Districts. This 
fact, if true, is a striking one, and bears good testimony to the 
beneficial influences of the sanitary legislation of the last quarter of a 
century ; but, as previously pointed out in this report, the length of 
time that has elapsed since the last Census makes the population 
estimates somewhat doubtful, and statistical inferences should now 
‘be made and accepted with reserve. The difference between the 
death-rates in the Principal Town Districts and those in the Main- 
land Rural Districts since the institution of national registration are 
shown in Table VIA., and it may there be seen that since 1875 the 
difference, which previous to 1875 was large, has since been a steadily 
diminishing quantity. In the earlier years of registration, from 1855 
to 1875, the death-rate in the Principal Towns was constantly more 
than 50 per cent, above that in the Mainland-Rural Districts, but 
that difference now no longer exists. 
Compared with the corresponding rates of the previous year, the 
death-rate of the Principal Town Districts shows a decline of 1:3, 
and those of the Large and Small Town Districts, and of the Main-

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land-Rural Districts, one of 0°1, but that of the Insular-Rural 
Districts shows a rise of 0:1. 

In the divisions of the counties the death-rate of the year varied 
from 16:0 in the Northern, to 13°6 in the North-Eastern. In the 
East-Midland Division it was 15°5, in the North-Western 15°3, in 
the Southern 15:2, in the West-Midland 14°8, in the South-Western 
14-7, and in the South-Hastern 13-9. Compared with the corres- 
ponding rates of the previous year, the death-rates of the South- 
Western and South-Eastern Divisions are 1:0 less, of the North- 
Eastern 0°5 less, and of the Hast-Midland and Southern 0:2 less, but 
that of the North-Western is 0°2 more, of the Northern 0°3 more, 
and of the West-Midland 0°5 more. 

The death-rate of the year in the principal towns ranged from 
19-7 in Dundee, and 19°2 in Greenock, to 9°6 in Partick, and 10:0 in 
Govan. In Coatbridge it was 17:7, in Perth 16-2, in Glasgow 15:1, 
in Edinburgh 14:0, in Paisley 13°8, in Hamilton 13:5, in Kilmarnock 
13:4, in Leith 13:3, in Aberdeen 12:1, in Kirkcaldy 12:0, and in 
Motherwell 11-6. Compared with the rates of the previous year, those 
of Dundee, Greenock, Coatbridge, Kilmarnock, and Motherwell show 
an increase, but that of Perth is of the same quantity, and those of 
the remaining nine towns all show a decrease. The death-rates of 
Glasgow, Edinburgh, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Govan, Partick, 
Kirkcaldy, and Hamilton are the lowest yet recorded for those towns. 

The national death-rate in the first quarter of the year was 17:0, 
in the second quarter 15:1, in the third quarter 12°3, and in the 
fourth quarter 14°3. Compared with the corresponding rate of the 
previous year, that of the first quarter is 0:9 less, of the second 
quarter 0°1 less, of the third quarter 0°1 more, and that of the fourth 
quarter 1:7 less. | : 

Of those whose deaths were registered during the year, 36,070 
were male, and 36,175 female. The death-rate of the male population 
was 15-0 per thousand, and that of the female population 144 per 
thousand; compared with the corresponding rate of the previous ~ 
year, both are 0°6 less, 

The average number of deaths registered daily during the 
year was 198. That average varied from 286 in January, and 231 in 
February, to 160 in July, and 169 in September and October. In 
April this average was 227, in March 220, in December 205, in 
November 204, in May 203, in June 183, and in August 171. 


MARRIAGHS. 


Marriages registered in Scotland during 1910 numbered 30,866; 
they are 774 more than were registered during the previous year, but 
1016 fewer than the average number registered during the preceding 
five years, and 1111 fewer than the average number during the 
preceding ten years. : 

; Of the 30,866 marriages, 16,246, or 52:7 per cent., were 
registered in the Principal Town Districts ; 40838, or 13-2 per cent., 
in the Large Town Districts ; 5829, or 18°9 per cent., in the Small 
Town Districts; 4366, or 14:1 per cent., in the Mainland-Rural 
Districts; and 342, or 1:1 per cent., in the Insular-Rural Districts. 
Compared with the returns of the previous year, the marriages in the 
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Principal Town Districts are 526 more, in the Large Town Districts 
171 more, in the Small Town Districts 108 more, and in the Insular- 
Rural Districts 6 more, but those in the Mainland-Rural Districts are 
37 fewer. | 

The marriage-rate of the year is 6°26; it is 0°09 above that of 
the previous year, but is 0°42 less than the mean of the marriage- 
rates of the preceding five years, and 0°62 les8 than the mean of the 
rates of the preceding ten years. The marriage-rate, though some- 
what above that of the previous year, is exceptionally low; it is less 
than all previous Scottish marriage-rates since 1855, that of 1909 
excepted. 

In the groups of registration districts the marriage-rate of the 
year ranged from 71 in the Principal Town Districts, to 3:1 in the 
Insular-Rural Districts. In the Large Town Districts it was 6° 6, in 


the Small Town Districts 5°9, and in the Mainland-Rural Districts 


4:7. Compared with the corresponding rate of 1909, the marriage- 
rate of the Large Town Districts is 0°2 more, and those of the 
Principal Town, Small Town, and Insular-Rural Districts 0:1 more, 
but that of the Mainland-Rural Districts is 0-1 less. 

In the divisions of the counties, the marriage-rate varied from 
6°8 in the South-Eastern, to 4:0 in the North-Western. In the Hast- 
Midland it was 6:6, in the South-Western 6°5, in the Southern 6:1, 
in the North-Eastern 5:9, in the West-Midland 5:2, and in the 
Northern 4:3. Compared with the corresponding rate of the previous 
year, the marriage-rate is 0:2 more in the South-Western, and 0:1 
more in the East and West Midland, but in the North-Western and 
Southern divisions there is no change, in the South-Eastern it is 
0-1 less, and in the Northern and North-Eastern 0:2 less. 

In the Pr incipal Towns the marriage-rate of the year ranged Ge 
8:2 in Perth, 7:7 in Glasgow, and 7°6 in Edinburgh, to 4°5 in Partick, 
5'1 in Govan, and 5°5 in Motherwell. In Aberdeen it was 7:1, in 
Greenock 7:1, in Dundee 7:0,in Kilmarnock 7:0, in Kirkcaldy 6:5, 


in Leith 6:3, in Paisley 6:2, in Coatbridge 5°8, and in Hamilton 5:7. 


The marriage-rate of the first quarter of the year was 6:0, that 
of the second quarter 6:5, of the third quarter 6:4, and of the fourth 
quarter 6:2. 

The daily average number of marriages registered during the 
year was 85. ‘This average varied from 148 in June, to 39 in May. 
In July it was 122, in January 119, in December 117, in April 76, 
in September 72, in October 70, in March and in August 665, in 
November 62, and in February 58. 


IL—CAUSES OF DEATH IN EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
TOWNS. 


In this section of the Report eee is given an analysis of the 
causes of death in eight of the principal towns, namely, Glasgow, 
Hdinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth. 
The information on which the statements are founded is compiled 
from returns furnished weekly by the Registrars of the eight towns. 
Similar returns are not received from the Registrars of the remaining 
portions of Scotland, and consequently an examination of the causes 
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of all deaths registered in Scotland during the year is not yet possible. 

_ When the full information is received at this Office—that is, after the 
registers have been examined and transmitted here—a full analysis of 
the deaths in the entire country will be made and published in the 
Detailed Annual Report of the year. As fully 38 per cent. of the 
population of Scotland live in the selected eight principal towns, it 
is reasonable to assume that the causes of death found to be prevalent 
in them during the year are a fairly good indication of the causes of 


death generally prevalent in the country during the period.

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The birth, death, and marriage rates of each of the eight towns 
have been stated in the earlier portions of this Report. The aggre- 
gate birth-rate of the eight towns for the year was 24:0 per thousand, 
the marriage-rate 7:4 per thousand, and the death-rate 15:1 per 
thousand. This marriage-rate is slightly above that of the previous 
year, which was 7°3, but the birth and death rates are both the lowest

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recorded, the lowest birth-rate previously recorded being that of 
1909, which was 25:2, and the lowest previously recorded death-rate 
being 16°5, which also was the rate of 1909. 

Deaths registered in the eight towns numbered 28,496; they 
are 2269 fewer than im the previous year, 2242 less than the average 
number during the preceding five years, and 2997 less than the 
average number during the preceding ten years. 

Of the 28,496 deaths, 13,395 were registered in Glasgow, 5036 
in Edinburgh, 3353 in Dundee, 2255 in Aberdeen, 1290 in Paisley, 
1154 in Leith, 1410 in Greenock, and 603 in Perth. 

Deaths in the eight towns of children of less than one year old 
numbered 5509. Births in the towns numbered 45,482. and thus the 
infantile mortality rate amounted to 122 per thousand births. This 
rate is 7 less than that of the previous year, 10 less than that of 1908, 
6 less than that of 1907, and 8 less than that of 1906. It varied from 
170 in Dundee, to 84. in Perth. In Greenock it was 129, in Glasgow 
at, in Paisley 114, in Aberdeen 112, in Edinburgh 111, and in 
Leith 108. Compared with the corresponding rates of 1909, the 
infantile mortality rate of Aberdeen is 39 less, of Glasgow 12 less, of 
_ Edinburgh 8 less, of Paisley 6 less, and of Perth 3 less, but that of 
Leith is of the same amount, that of Dundee is 26 more, and that of 
Greenock 34 more. 

Deaths of children of less than five years old numbered 9317, 
and constituted 32:7 per cent. of the total. These deaths are 893 
fewer than in the previous year, and the proportion they constitute

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of the total deaths is 0°5 less. This rate varied from 40°4 in Dundee, 
to 20'4 in Perth. In Greenock it was 36°8, in Glasgow 34°9, in 
Leith 34°3,in Paisley 30°2,in Aberdeen 28-9, and in Edinburgh 241. 

Deaths from the principal infectious diseases, namely, smallpox, 
measles, scarlet fever, influenza, hooping-cough, diphtheria, and 
‘fevers,’ numbered 2452; they are 350 fewer than in the previous 
year, and are equal to a death-rate from these causes of 129 per 
100,000, which is 21 less than in 1909. These deaths include 11238 
from measles, 269 from scarlet fever, 53 from influenza, 408 from 
hooping-cough, 434 from diphtheria, 7 from typhus fever, 97 from 
enteric fever, 39 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 2 from fever the 
nature of which was unspecified. The death-rate from these causes 
ranged from 263 per 100,000 in Dundee, where measles, scarlet fever, 
hooping-cough, and diphtheria were prevalent at some time during 
the year, and 250 in Greenock, where measles and hooping-cough 
were prevalent, to 40 in Aberdeen. In Glasgow this rate was 140, in 
Perth 116, in Leith 107, in Paisley 83, and in Edinburgh 79. Com- 
pared with the corresponding rates of 1909, that of Greenock is 166 
more, of Dundee 179 more, of Leith 60 more, and of Perth 53 more,

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but that of Paisley is 99 less, of Aberdeen 83 less, of Glasgow 64 less, 
and of Edinburgh 24 less. 

No deaths from smallpox were registered in the eight towns 
during the year. In the previous year there were also none, but in 
1908 there were six. 

Deaths from measles numbered 1123; they are 552 more than 
in the previous year, and 32 more than in 1908. Of them, 535 were 
registered in Glasgow, 288 in Dundee, 121 in Edinburgh, 96 in 
Greenock, 40 in Leith, 85 in Paisley, and 4 each in Aberdeen and 
Perth. The death-rate from measles was 60 per 100,000, which rate 
ranged from 170 in Dundee, and 131 in Greenock, to 2 in Aberdeen 
and 11 in Perth. In Glasgow it was 61, in Leith 46, in Paisley 37, 
and in Edinburgh 34. 

Deaths from scarlet fever numbered 269; they are 9 more than 
in the previous year, and 77 more than in 1908. The death-rate from 
this disease amounted to 14 per 100,000, which is the same as in 
1909, but 3 more than in 1908. This death-rate varied from 38 in 
Perth, and 21 in Greenock, to 3 in Aberdeen and 5 in Leith. In 
Dundee it was 18, in Glasgow 17, in Edinburgh 12, and in Paisley 11. 

Deaths attributed to influenza, exclusive of those in which

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well-defined causes of death were stated in the death certificates, 
amounted to 53, which is 34 less than in 1909, and 39 fewer than in 
1908. The influenza death-rate was 3 per 100,000. 

Deaths from hooping-cough numbered 408; they are 860 fewer 
than in 1909, and 526 fewer than in 1908. The death-rate is 22 per 
100,000, which is 46 below that of 1909, and 29 below that of 1908. 
This death-rate varied from 51 in Greenock, to 3 in Perth, and 6 in 
Paisley. In Dundee it was 29, in Leith 28, in Glasgow 27, in Aber- 
deen 10, and in Edinburgh 9. 

Deaths from diphtheria numbered 434, and are 47 more than 
in the previous year, and 143 more than in 1908. ‘The death-rate 
from this cause is 23 per 100,000, which is 2 above that of 1909, and 
7 above that of 1908, and ranged from 49 in Perth, and 41 in Dundee, 
to 17 in Edinburgh and in Paisley. In Glasgow it was 23, in Aber- 
deen 20, in Leith 19, and in Greenock 19. 

Deaths from typhus fever numbered 7; of them 2 were registered 
in Glasgow, and 5 in Leith. 

Enteric fever was the certified cause of 97 deaths, which is 22 
fewer than in the previous year, and 2 fewer than in 1908. Of these 
deaths 56 were registered in Glasgow, 16 in Greenock, 8 in lidinburgh, 
5 each in Dundee and Paisley, 4 in Perth, 2 in Aberdeen, and 1 in

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Leith. The death-rate from this cause was 5 per 100,000, and 
ranged from 22 in Greenock, and 11 in Perth, to 1 in Aberdeen and 
in Leith. or 

Cerebro-spinal meningitis was the certified cause of 39 deaths 
during the year; of them 32 were registered in Glasgow, 4 in 
Hdinburgh, and 1 each in Dundee, Aberdeen, and Greenock. These 
deaths are 42 fewer than in 1909, and 175 fewer than in 1908. An 
epidemic of this disease in Scotland commenced in 1906, it reached a 
maximum in 1907, and since then has been declining, and is now 
nearly subsided. In the eight towns in 1906 there were 156 deaths 
from this cause, and in 1907 there were 1018; in 1908 they fell to 
214, in 1909 to 81, and in 1910, as above noted, to 39. 

Deaths from diarrhceas, including those certified as due to 
enteritis and gastro-enteritis, numbered 1168; they are 278 more 
than in 1909, but 66 fewer than in 1908. The annual death-rate 
from these causes is 62 per 100,000, which is 14 more than in 1909, 
but 5 less than in 1908. This death-rate varied from 123 in Dundee, - 
to 35 in Edinburgh. In Glasgow and in Paisley it was 68, in 
Greenock 66, in Leith 43, in Aberdeen 40, and in Perth 40. Of these 
deaths, 187 were certified as due to epidemic diarrhcea or infective 
enteritis, 304 to diarrhoea not otherwise specified, 337 to enteritis, 
and 340 to gastro-enteritis. 

Deaths from tuberculous disease numbered 3458; they are 305 
fewer than in the previous year, and 424 fewer than in 1908. The 
death-rate from tuberculous disease amounted to 184 per 100,000; 
it is 19 below the corresponding rate of 1909, and 28 below that of 
1908. This death-rate ranged from 248 in. Dundee, and 217 in 
Greenock, to 141 in Aberdeen. In Glasgow it was 195, in Leith 180, 
in Perth 167, in Paisley 159, and in Edinburgh 151. Of the deaths 
from tuberculous disease, 2175 were ascribed to phthisis, 546 to 
tuberculous meningitis, 373 to tuberculous peritonitis or tabes, and 
364 to other tuberculous disease. 

Deaths ascribed to phthisis in the eight towns during the year 
numbered 2175; they are 184 fewer than in 1909, and 248 fewer 
than in 1908. The equivalent annual death-rate is 116 per 100,000, 
which is 11 less than in the previous year, and 17 less than in 1908. 
This death-rate ranged from 152 in Dundee, to 94 in Aberdeen, and 
97 in Edinburgh. In Perth it was 127, in Glasgow 122, in Greenock 
119, in Paisley 110, and in Leith 105. 

The aggregate death-rates for the eight towns from all tuber- 
culous diseases and from phthisis in each of the past ten years are 
shown in Table XIIB., as are also the same rates for each of those 
towns. In 1901 the aggregate death-rate from tuberculosis was 264 
per 100,000, and from phthisis 179 per 100,000; compared with those 
figures the death-rate from all tuberculous disease in 1910 shows a 
decline of 30°3 per cent., and that from phthisis one of 35:2 per cent. 
The death-rate from all forms of tuberculous disease in each of the 
towns, with the exception of Dundee, shows a marked decline, 
varying from 43°7 per cent. in Edinburgh, and 37°1 in Leith, to 9°2 
in Greenock. In Dundee the death-rate from tubercle was 248 in 
1901, and is the same in 1910. The Edinburgh death-rate from 
phthisis in 1910 is found to be 46:4 per cent. less than in 1901, in 
Leith 45°3 per cent. less, in Glasgow 34°1 per cent. less, in Paisley 
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33-7 less, in Aberdeen 32:4 less, in Perth 21°1 less, in Greenock 19°6 
less, and in Dundee 11°6 less.

Deaths from malignant diseases numbered 2017; they are 14 
more than were registered in the eight towns in 1909, and 134 more 
than were there registered in 1908. The annual death-rate from this 
cause is 107 per 100,000, which is 1 less than in 1909, but 4 more 
than in 1908. This rate varied from 140 in Edinburgh, to 64 in 
Paisley. In Dundee it was 120, in Glasgow 102, in Greenock 100, in 
Perth 100, in Aberdeen 94, and in Leith 80. Of these 2017 deaths, 
1183 were ascribed to carcinoma, 109 to sarcoma, and 725 to other or 
unspecified form of cancer. 

Deaths from pneumonia numbered 2730; they are 562 fewer 
than in the previous year, and 368 fewer than in 1908. The annual 
death-rate from this cause is 145 per 100,000, and is 32 below that of ' 

the previous year, and 25 below that of 1908. This death-rate varied 
from 186 in Dundee, to 97 in Perth. In Greenock it was 179, in 
Leith 158, in Glasgow 157, in Edinburgh 121, in Paisley 115, and in 
Aberdeen 107. 

Deaths from bronchitis numbered 1948 ; they are 665 fewer than 
in the previous year, and 315 fewer than in 1908. The death-rate 
from bronchitis is 104 per 100,000, which is 37 below that of the 
previous year, and 20 below that of 1908, and varied from 163 in 
Paisley, to 77 in Edinburgh. In Dundee it was 147, in Greenock 
126, in Glasgow 104, in Leith 93, in Perth 92, and in Aberdeen 83. 

The death-rate from pneumonia and bronchitis combined is 249 
per 100,000, which is 69 below that of 1909, and 45 below that of 1908. 
This rate ranged from 333 in Dundee, to 189 in Perth. In Greenock 
it was 305, in Paisley 278, in Glasgow 261, in Leith 251, in Edin- 
burgh 198, and in Aberdeen 190. 
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Deaths from puerperal septic conditions and from diseases and 
accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 270; they are 34 
more than in the previous year, and 26 more than in 1908. Births 
registered in the eight towns during the year numbered 45,482, and 
thus deaths from these causes amounted to 5°9 per thousand births, 
a rate which is 0-9 above that of the previous year, and 0:8 above 
that of 1908. This rate ranged from 7°5 in Hdinburgh, to 32 in 
Greenock In Glasgow it was 6:5, in Perth 6:2, in Dundee 4:9, in 
Paisley 4°9, in Aberdeen 4:4, and in Leith 3:6. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 1044, and are 42 
fewer than in the previous year, and 197 fewer than in 1908. The 
death-rate from violence amounted to 56 per 100,000, which is 3 less 
than in 1909, and 12 less than in 1908. This death-rate ranged from 
78 in Perth, to 32 in Paisley. In Dundee it was 64, in Greenock 62, 
in Glasgow 59, in Leith 58, in Edinburgh 48, and in Aberdeen 48. 
Of these 1044 deaths, 929 were attributed to accident, 108 to suicide, 
and 7 to homicide. The deaths from accident are 61 fewer than in 
the previous year, but those from homicide are of the same number, 
and those from suicide are 20 more. Of the accidental deaths, 188 . 
were due to burning, 101 to drowning, 89 to overlaying or other 
forms of suffocation, 38 to poisoning, and 513 to other or unspecified 
accident. : 

In each 10,000 deaths from specified causes registered in the 
eight towns during the year there were 989 from heart disease, 859 
from infective diseases, 757 from diseases of the respiratory organs, 
excluding those from pneumonia; 716 from diseases of the digestive 
system, exclusive of those certified as due to diarrhoea; 703 from diseases 
of the blood vessels, including apoplexies; 478 from diseases of the 
nervous system, apoplexies excluded; 435 from diseases of the urinary 
organs; and 369 from violent causes. Deaths from tuberculosis 
amounted to 1221 per 10,000 specified causes, from phthisis to 768, 
from pneumonia to 964, from bronchitis to 688, from malignant 
disease to 712, from apoplexy to 574, and from diarrhoeas, including 
those from enteritis and gastro-~enteritis, to 412. 

Among those whose deaths were registered in the eight towns 
during the year, there were 41 males and 110 females aged 90 years 
and upwards. The oldest of these men was a commercial traveller 
whose age was registered as 100, and the oldest of these women were 
three widows aged 100, 103, and 105. 


III.—_ WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON MORTALITY. 


The remarks regarding the weather of the year made in this 
section of the Report are based on notes prepared by Mr. Andrew 
Watt, M.A., Secretary of the Scottish Meteorological Society, and 
published in the Monthly and Quarterly Reports. 

The mean temperature of the year in Scotland, as based on 
- observations made at over seventy observation stations, was 46°°2 
Fahrenheit, which is 0°:8 above that of the previous year, the same 
as the mean for the preceding ten years, but 0°:1 less than the mean 
for the preceding twenty years. The average rainfall, or, more 
strictly, the mean of the rainfalls observed at the observation stations, 
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was 41°36 inches, which is 2:27 inches more than in the previous year, 
1:20 more than the mean of the rainfalls of the preceding ten years, 
and 1:43 more than those of the preceding twenty years. 

These weather conditions, a normal mean temperature and a 
somewhat high average rainfall, have been accompanied by the lowest 
national death-rate on record, a rate which is 0°6 less than that of the 
previous year, 2:0 less than the mean of the death-rates of the 
preceding ten years, and 3:0 less than that of the preceding 
twenty years. 

The mean temperature in the eight towns, those dealt with in 
the second section of this Report, was 4'7°'2,which is 0°°9 more than 
that of the previous year, and 0°:1 more than the mean for the preced- 
ing ten years, but 0°:1 below the mean for the preceding twenty years.

These weather conditions, a normal mean temperature and a high 
average rainfall, in the eight towns have been accompanied by the 
lowest aggregate death-rate on record, it being 1:4 less than that of 
the previous year, 3°0 less than the mean of the death-rates of the 
preceding ten years, and 3°4 less than those of the preceding 
twenty years. 

Among the causes of death in the eight towns which show an 
increase as compared with the previous year, when the weather was 
colder and drier, are measles and diarrhceas, and among those which 
show a decrease are hooping-cough, pneumonia, bronchitis, and 
phthisis. Deaths of children of less than five years show a decrease 
of 893, and those of persons of over sixty a decrease of 579,

oe BORN IN SCOTLAND IN 1909. 





The births of 128,720 living children were recorded in the 
registers during the year 1909. Of these children, 84,035 are 
reported to have been successfully vaccinated, 11,594 are reported to 
have died before the time of compulsory vaccination, leaving 33,091 
as the number of children for whom certificates of successful vaccina- 
tion were not produced. Compared with the corresponding numbers 
of the previous year, children successfully vaccinated are 7159 fewer, 

_ those dying before the time of compulsory vaccination are 1095 fewer, 
but those for whom no certificates of successful vaccination were 
_ received are 5568 more. Comparison with the corresponding numbers 
_ of the year 1905, the last year before the Vaccination (Scotland) Act, 
_ 1907, was etfective, shows the number successfully vaccinated to be 
27,893 fewer, those dying before the time of compulsory vaccination 
_ to be 574 fewer, but those not reported to have been successfully 
vaccinated to be 25,734 more.

The number of children reported to have been successfully vac- 
cinated, including those certified as insusceptible by reason of previous 
vaccination, amount to 65°29 per cent. of the total children whose 
births were registered, and to 71°75 per cent. of the children surviving 
at the time of compulsory vaccination.

vaccinated was 85:15, in 1906 it fell to 83:15, in 1907 to 75°61, in 
1908 to 69°40, and in 1909, the year now under review, to 65°29.

1905, and for some years before that, only about one child out of each 
sixteen surviving at the time of compulsory vaccination escaped 
vaccination, but in 1909 one in 3°5 escaped. 

The number of children dying before the time of compulsory 
vaccination was 11,594. These children are 1095 fewer than in the 
previous year, and 1181 fewer than the average number during the 
preceding ten years. The percentage they form of the total was 9:0T, 
which is 0°65 less than in the previous year, and 0°69 less than the 
mean of the corresponding rates of the preceding ten years. 

Children whose vaccination was postponed by medical certificate 
on the ground of ill-health numbered 3354; they are 368 fewer than 
in the previous year, but 362 more than the average number during 
the preceding ten years. These children amounted to 2°61 per cent. 
of the total children registered, and 2°86 per cent. of those surviving 
at the time of compulsory vaccination. The former rate is 0°22 less 
than that of the previous year, but 0°34 more than the mean of 
the corresponding rates of the preceding ten years. The latter 
rate is 0:27 less than that of the previous year, but 0°34 more than ., 
the mean of the previous ten years. With the passing of the 1907 
Act this rate, that of postponement of vaccination, showed a 
tendency to rise; it rose from 2°37 per cent. of the surviving children 
in 1905 to 3°31 per cent. in 1907, but since then it has declined, 
being 3:14 in 1908, and 2°86 in the year now under review. 

Children reported to be unvaccinated by reason of constitutional 
insusceptibility numbered 784, which number is 12 less than in 
the previous year, but 179 more than the average number during the 
preceding ten years, and, with the exception of the years 1901 and 
1908, is the largest number reported in any year since vaccination was 
made compulsory. These children amount to 0°61 per cent. of the totai 
children, and to 0°67 per cent. of those surviving at the time of com- 
pulsory vaccination. One child in 149 was certified during the year 
to be constitutionally insusceptible, in 1908 one child in 149 was’so 
certified, and in 1905, «e., the last year before the passing of the 
1907 Act, only one child in 233 was so certified. 

The amount of certified constitutional insusceptibility varied 
widely. In two counties no insusceptible children were reported, but 
in other counties a considerable proportion of the children were so 
certified, as for instance in Peebles, where one child in 62 was

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certified to be insusceptible, and in Kirkcudbright, where the rate was 
one in 84. In the principal towns this rate ranged from 1 in 53 in 
Partick, 1 in 79 in Coatbridge, and 1 in 102 in Edinburgh, to 1 in 
391 in Greenock, 1 in 366 in Motherwell, 1 in 346 in Aberdeen, and 
1 in 344 in Hamilton. In the following registration districts the 
rate of certified constitutional insusceptibility was exceptionally 
heavy :—Auchterhouse (1 in 5), Rattray (1 in 8), Largo (1 in 15), 
Melrose (1 in 18), Waterside (1 in 19), Haddington (1 in 22), New 
Craighall (1 in 24), Hillhead (1 in 25), and Drainie (1 in 28). 

The number of children reported to have been removed from the 
district of registration, or to have been otherwise lost sight of, was 6207, 
which number is 952 fewer than in the previous year, but is 1460 
more than the average number during the preceding ten years, and 
2193 more than in 1905. These children amount to 4°82 per cent. of 
the total children whose births were registered, and 5°30 per cent. of 
the children surviving at the time of compulsory vaccination. The 
former rate is 0°63 less than that of the previous year, but is 1:21 
more than the average of the last ten years, and 1°77 more than the 
rate of 1905. The latter rate is 0°73 less than in the previous year, 
but 1:93 more than in 1905, and 1°30 more than the average of the 
last ten years. 

Children who were not vaccinated by reason of the conscientious 
objection of their parents numbered 22,746, which is the largest 
number yet recorded. The Act affected only a portion of the children 
born in 1906, and certificates of conscientious objection were recorded 
in 253 instances only, in 1907 this number rose to 7258, in 1908 to 
15,846, and, large though that figure 1s, it was exceeded in 1909 by 
6900. Children unvaccinated for this reason amounted to 17°67 per 
cent. of the total children, and to 19°42 per cent. of those surviving at 
the time of compulsory vaccination. The former rate is 5°61 more 
than in 1908, and the latter 6:07 more. In the counties the con- 
scientious objection rate expressed as per cent. of the total children 
registered ranged from 64°3 per cent. in Shetland, 33:1 in Selkirk, 
30°9 in Clackmannan, 30°7 in Orkney, 29°7 in Dumbarton, 28°8 in 
Forfar, and 27-7 in Stirling, to 3°1 in Wigtown, 4°4 in Berwick, 5-0 
in Bute, and 80 in Edinburgh. In the principal towns this rate 
varied from 38:2 in Kilmarnock, 35:2 in Hamilton, 34°3 in Dundee, 
30°3 in Paisley, and 30-2 in Greenock, to 7:1 in Edinburgh, 7:4 in 
Aberdeen, and 10°6 in Leith. In Motherwell it was 23:5, in Kirk- 
caldy 22°6, in Govan 20°9, in Perth 14°9, in Coatbridge 14:5, in 
Partick 138°8, and in Glasgow 12:6. 

In the last report on vaccination, that dealing with children whose 
births were registered in 1908, the opinion was expressed that it was 
due to the working of the Vaccination (Scotland) Act, 1907, that the 
proportion of children surviving at the time of compulsory vaccination 
and escaping vaccination had increased from 6°54 per cent. to 23:87 
per cent., and that 20,000 unvaccinated children had been added to 
the population. In 1909 the proportion of children remaining 
unvaccinated at the time of compulsory vaccination was 28:25 per 
cent., and, attributing the excess to the same cause, the Act must be 
held responsible for adding fully 25,000 unvaccinated children to the 
population during the year now under review, and for adding no less 
than 45,000 in the course of two years..

EXCERPT REPORTS OF THE DISTRICT EXAMINERS OF REGISTERS OF SCOT- 
LAND, RELATIVE TO STATE OF VACCINATION IN THEIR SEVERAL DISTRICTS. 


NORTHERN DISTRICT. ‘‘astounding. No encouragement is given to 


As regards vaccination, the Examiner reports 
that the Vaccination (Scotland) Act, 1907, 
‘¢seems to have unsettled parents in regard to 
‘vaccination, many being under the impression 
‘that vaccination 1s not now necessary. Where, 
‘however, the fact is fully grasped, that this 
‘¢ Act gives them a way of escape from vaccinat- 
‘‘ing their children, and that this can be done 
‘‘free of charge, it is only too readily taken ad- 
“vantage of. The number of conscientious 
‘‘ objectors is certainly on the increase, which is 
‘¢ much to be regretted.” 

In Wick it is observed that there were 227 un- 
vaccinated children for the year 1909; but this 
number seems to have been reduced by about 60 
as at 30th December, 1910. In Perth there 
were 26 unvaccinated as at the end of 1909, and 
in Stornoway, Inverness, North Harris, Lochs, 

_and Uig the proportion of unvaccinated children 
as at the same date was also very high. As 
regards Stornoway, the number was as high as 
109, and the reason alleged for this large per- 
centage is that the ‘‘lymph had been old and 
‘¢had not taken effect, and children said to be 
‘‘ suffering from colds.” 


EASTERN DISTRICT. 


The Examiner reports as follows:—‘‘In a 
‘‘very sinister and significant fashion the 
‘fadoption of the statutory declaration has 
‘increased, Such increase is an obvious menace 
‘*to public health. The figures in reports are 


‘** parents by Registrars to adopt the declaration. 
** But, of course, a Registrar is not empowered to 
‘Coffer any objection or hindrance to the use of 
“the conscientious objection form; and magis- 
‘*trates sign such declarations very freely. 

“‘It is understood that Medical Officers are 
‘*supplied with lists of those children who have 
*‘thus been exempted from vaccination by the 
‘*so-called conscientious objections of their 
‘‘parents or guardians. More than: once the 
‘‘Hxaminer has remarked in previous reports 
‘*that the parents’ objections are probably, 
‘fin the majority of cases, now rather to the 
‘slight inconvenience and the payment of the 
‘small fee than any genuine physiological or 
‘*pathological—far less conscientious—objection 
**to vaccination, as a consequence of careful 
**study. 

‘*The growing number of unvaccinated 
‘¢children in Dundee, Kirkcaldy, and Aberdeen 
‘‘cannot well be regarded by a believer in 
‘‘vaccination with anything but the gravest 
**concern.” 


WESTERN DISTRICT. 


In the Examiner’s notes on the working of 
the Vaccination Act he observes that he is 
assured ‘‘that really conscientious objection 
‘exists in the minds of only a small proportion 
‘‘of those making the declaration. The idea 
‘that they can get off with performing a 
‘disagreeable duty, or save the expense of a 
‘‘doctor’s fee, weighs far more with many 
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‘fparents than any sense of responsibility for 
‘‘their children, or to the community at large, 
‘The wrong idea that vaccination is not so 
‘‘important now seems to be spreading, even to 
‘‘the Registrars and Inspectors of Poor. I think 
‘that this was the cause of so many un- 
‘‘accounted-for cases in last year’s Vaccination 
** Report.” 


MIDLAND DISTRICT. 


As regards vaccination, the Examiner states 
that the working of the Vaccination Acts is 
carried on in a smooth and satisfactory manner ; 
the generally small number of cases outstanding 
showing the regularity with which Registrars and 
Inspectors of Poor perform the duties required 
or them under these Acts. 

At the same time there appear to be in some 
parishes a very large number of defaulters. For 
instance, the Inspector of Dalserf Parish, who is 
Registrar of Larkhall District, had 81 cases of 
defaulters under investigation, and the explana- 
tion is that, owing to the migration from the 
parish on account of the exhaustion of minerals 
in the district, he has much trouble in tracing 
defaulters, and, accordingly, keeps the entries 
open longer than is usually done. 

He adds that the ‘‘ conscientious objectors ” 
are increasing, and that ‘‘this tendency will 
‘‘eventually make the administration of the 
‘* Vaccination Acts an easier matter for Registrars 
‘and Inspectors of Poor, whatever may prove to 
‘‘be its effect on the public health.” Further, 
‘fan inspection of the registers seems to indicate 
‘‘that too large a proportion of those who take 
‘‘advantage of the provisions of the Act belong 
‘‘to a class who are not generally in other 
‘* respects too solicitous regarding the health of 
‘their children, and who, on account of the 
‘‘indifferent housing and sanitary conditions 
‘funder which many of them live, would be 
‘liable to suffer the most severely in the event 
‘*of an epidemic.” 


SOUTHERN DISTRICT. 


The Examiner says:—‘‘During the course of 
‘the year I have observed that there has been 
‘fa considerable increase in the number of 
** persons in my district who have availed them- 
‘* selves of the provisions of the Vaccination Act 
‘Cof 1907. 

‘*In the case of those parishes visited during 
‘*tne first six months of the year, I am, of course, 
“‘unable to estimate the number of declara- 
‘*tions of conscientious objection applicable to 


‘*children born during 1909, as, at the date of 
‘my visit, the statutory period during which a 
‘declaration might be lodged with the Registrar 
“had. not expired, but the total number of 
‘declarations which came under my _ notice 
‘during the course of the year was 1710. Last 
**vear the number dealt with was 980, while in 
‘*the preceding year it was only 434. 

‘The highest percentage of conscientious 
‘objectors was found in the parish of Eddle- 
‘stone, where there were six declarations in 12 
‘‘ births, and a comparatively high rate occurred 
‘in several other rural parishes. In small 
‘‘parishes, however, the presence of a few 
‘statutory declarations in a small number of 
‘births may occasionally produce a percentage 
‘which should not be taken as indicating the 
‘*normal condition in the country districts. 

‘*Conscientious objectors would again appear 
‘*to be specially numerous in certain localities, 
‘*as, for instance, in the Dumfries district, the 
‘* Border towns (with the exception of Selkirk, 
‘where there is a decrease), and the coal- 
‘*mining districts. 


‘*The following Table indicates the general 
increase in certain parishes where I have been 
able to obtain the complete figures for 1909 :—
